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Reds Roll Back Nazis in Caucasus 


Drive Ahead in Heavy Fighting

WASHINGTON, May 27.— 
American forces on Attu, 
supported by naval shelling 
and aerial bombardment, 
have driven ahead in hard 
fighting to gain a foothold on 
a high ridge where the Jap- 
anese are attempting a fore-| 
doomed last stand, the Unit-| 
ed States Navy announced 
today. 

In an attack preceded by a 
naval bombardment on Tuesday 
and heavy bombing and strafing | 
assaults on Wednesday, Ameri- 
can soldiers stormed a ridge 
south of Chichagof harbor in the 

northeastern end of the island. 
They succeeded in holding the 
ground they thus gained. 

The American right wing, how- 
ever, is being held up temporarily 
by Japanese entrenched in the 
Lake Cories area between Chicha- 
eke Sarana Bay, the U.S. Navy 
said. 


CASUALTIES LIGHT 


The communique followed a 
press conference disclosure by Am- 
erican Secretary of War Henry L. 
Stimson that troops on Attu, now 
driving ahead in temporarily clear 
weather, have suffered relatively 
slight casualties since the opera- 
tions started May 11. 


Stimson listed casualties as re- 
ported to date at 127 Americans 
killed, 399 wounded, and 118 
missing. He revealed that many 
U.S. soldiers had suffered from 
frost-bite in the sub-freezing 
Aleutian weather but added that 
improvement of camp sites and 
reinforcements—making it pos- 
sible to relieve front line troops 
—were bettering the soldiers’ lot. 
Stimson’s report and the com- 
munique indicated that if the! 
weather remains good for flying,| 
the task of exterminating the Japa-! 
nese intruders will be greatly ex-| 
pedited. 


KISKA BOMBED 

On Wednesday, the Navy said, | 
American heavy and medium bom- 
bers hammered the Chichagof fight- 
ing area with blows so destructive | 
that they left not a single enemy | 
structure standing. Fighter planes 
strafed enemy positions 

While the fighting proceeded on 
Attu, with final victory drawing 
even nearer, bombing attacks were 
resumed on Kiska—expected to be 
the next step in the campaign to 
drive the Japanese out of the North 
Pacific

Davies delivered a long personal 
letter from President Roosevelt to 
Stalin shortly after Davies arrived 
here nearly a fortnight ago, Its 
subject matter never has been re- 
vealed, but there has been specu- 
lation that Davies went to Moscow 
to arrange for a meeting among 
the President, Stalin and Prime 
Minister Churchill,

Meat in Store

OTTAWA, May 27—The Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board said to- 
day that consumers, including 
farmers, who had meat stored in 
lockers when meat rationing be-| 
came effective today are required 
fo report their holdings before 
June 30, 

The holdings should be reported 
to the nearest branch of the 
board's ration administration and 
the report should be accompanied 
by meat coupons from the ration 
books of the household to cover 
the meat at the rate of one 
coupon for each two pounds stored. 

The order adds “that the num- 
ber of meat coupons to he so de- 
tached and forwarded need not ex 
ceed 50 per cent of the total num- 
ber of meat coupons in the ration 
hooks of the consumer and of all 
persons in his household, |

Originally Mr. Churchill and the 
President had planned a joint 
statement, but the White House said 
they had agreed today to change 
that arrangement and let Mr. 
Roosevelt speak alone. 


NO TIP ON DECISIONS 

His brief declaration gave no tip 
on what decisions were reached or 
where or when the next heavy 
blows might be delivered. 

If there was any clue at all to 
what the British and American 
generals and the Prime Minister 
and President had in mind it 
could be found only in remarks 
of the Prime Minister at a press 
conference Tuesday. 

He spoke then on continuing the 
aerial pounding against the foe, but 
he declared at the same time this 
did not mean that other methods 
of forcing them to yield on terms 


of unconditional surrender would 
be sidetracked.

ALLIED HEADQUAR- 
TERS, North Africa, May 27, 
—Allied air fleets, led again 
by Flying Fortresses, preased 
a non-stop offensive against 
Sicily and Sardinia on Wed- 
nesday with the heaviest at- 
tacks yet made against Italy's 
outpost air fields and attacks 
on docks, ships, power plants 
and Axis defence posts. 

Five more ships were wrecked 

or damaged to bring the five- 
day toll to 33, and four more 
enemy planes were destroyed for 
an eight-day total of 362, com- 
pared to 35 Allied planes lost. 

Fighting strong winds and one 
formation of about 50 Nazi Messer- 
schmitt 109's, the Fortresses centred 
their main bomb load on the 
Comiso airfield on Sicily, starting 
fires and wrecking installations 


and shooting down three ME-109's 
without loss to themselves. 


EVACUATE ISLANDS 

(The Soviet news agency, Tass, 
said today that ships were daily 
carrying evacuees from Sardinia to 
Naples and. that Sicily was, being 
evacuated rapidly because of Allied 
bombardment and the threat of in- 
vasion.

Will Devote 2 
Or 3 Months to 


Bombing Reich

OTTAWA, May 27,—As 
shape of the great air offensive 
against the industrial capacity of 
Germany to continue in the war, 
becomes clearer, it is indicated 
that two or three months will be 
devoted to the heaviest bombing 
of German targets that has ever 
been organized. This is foremost 
in Allied strategy at present, it 
is understood. Great significance 
is seen inf weakening of German 
air power and of German air de- 
fences. This first phase of the 
battle of Germany is no duel, it 
is one-sided. 

From competent circles informa 
tion is available that the present 
scale of bombing of Germany ts 
inflicting far greater damage than 
expected except by the convinced 
believers in air power, The dam 
age done to Britain in 1940-41 no 
longer serves as guide to the de 


vastation and disorganization being 


inflicted on Germany 

Reason exists for believing that 
German war production has drop 
ped sharply. Some cities such 
Dortmund, which was bombed this 
week, are entirely out of commis- 
sion though no official claims are 
made, 


ORIGINAL PLANS 

The original plans for all-out 
bombing of Germany, it is under 
stood, were made at the Casablanca 
conference in January. The re 
sults have begun to convince even 
the most skeptical critics of air 
power theories, But this does not 
mean that land operations against 
German-held territory are ruled 
out, The occupation of Europe 
will come and it will be a massive, 
possibly costly operation 

It now appears the current Wash- 
ington conferences have been plan- 
ning primarily ‘the strategy of at- 
tack on Japan and the war in the 
Pacific is expected to move from 
defensive to offensive stages

The Japanese struck at several 
points opposite the big enemy base 
at Ichang two days ago, with ar- 
tillery and air support. The Chin 
ese made a determined stand and 
twice thwarted enemy attempts to

The fighting took place amid the 
rough heights of a semi-circular 
area with a 20-mile radius border- 
ing the river. One enemy unit was | 
reported to have continued its 
westward advance from Yuyang- 
kwan, some 40 miles southwest of 
Ichang. 

Chinese forces harassing the 
Japanese garrison at Ichang re- 
captured a northern suburb and 
killed 200 of the enemy when the 
Japanese attempted a counter- 
attack.

Bayonets Used 


In Camp Riot 


SUSSEX, N.B., May 27.—(CP) 
—Descriptions of rioting soldiers 
— some “a little drunk” — 


fMumerous rifle shots and stones 
crashing through windows were 
given at an inquest which was ad- 
journed early this morning until 
tonight. 

In proceedings lasting almost 
five hours, 13 witnesses testified at 
the inquest into the death of Pte. 
D. M. Bennett, of McKellar, Ottawa 
suburb, who was wounded at Camp 
Sussex on the night of May 6 dur- 
ing a clash between members of 
the Voltigeurs de Quebec regiment 
and the Dufferin and Haldimand 
Rifles regiment of Ontario. 

Seventeen witnesses remained to 
be heard. 


WOUNDED SIX TIMES 

One of those heard was Sgt. Al- 
bert Bowman who said he had been 
wounded six times during the riot. 
The witness stated he had seen two 
members of the Quebec regiment 
jabbing fixed bayonets at soldiers 
of the Ontario unit. Bowman's 
next-of-kin are in western Canada. 

(National defence headquarters 
announced May 9 that three sol- 
diers, in addition to Bennett, 
were slightly injured in the dis- 
turbance. 

(Defence Minister Ralston told 
the house of commons May 10 that 
two comparatively small groups 
were involved in the trouble which 
lasted about 15 minutes, He said 
he had been informed there was 
no evidence of racial or religious 
friction.) 

Bennett, shot through the hips, 
died two days after the fracas. 


IDENTITY UNKNOWN 


Nothing in the evidence so far 
pointed to the identity of the per- 
son responsible for shooting the 
young Ontario soldier. 

Sgt. Albert Pocious, orderly serge- 
ant at the Voltigeurs canteen that 
night, said some soldiers were “a 
little drunk.” No beer was allowed 
to be taken from the canteen but 
some of the Dufferin men disobey- 
ed this order, he testified. 

C.S.M, Bert Roshier stated he 
heard a single shot about 9.35 
P.m. and then saw a “large milling 
around” by “two groups of men” 
who were shouting. He had tried 
to get permission to obtain fire 
hoses to disperse the men. 


Then other shots were fired. A 
bugle blew “fall in” and whistles 
sounded. A soldier informed him 
that a man had been wounded, and 
he found the victim in a hut. 

Rf. Albert Rioux, of the Volti- 
Seurs, described hearing noise and 
singing by men he believed were 
Dufferins, who had shouted epi- 
thets. One of the group “most 
drunk” wanted to fight, said Rioux. 
A group of men who looked like 
Votigeurs also wanted to fight Sol- 
diers of his regiment ran from bed 
to bed in a hut trying to get the 
support of others. 
HEARD 25 SHOTS 

He heard about 
tinued Rioux, and 
through windows. 

Rfm. Vitol Morin, also of the 
Voltigeurs, said that “the English” 
came to a hut in his lines and ap- 
peared to be opening the door. He 
heard shots and saw a man clap 
his hand to his left side and fall 
down the hut steps on his back. 

Blank cartridges were fired 
trom inside the administration 
building, testified Pte. A. Laur- 
iault, of the Voltigeurs. He also 
heard live shots fired. The “at- 
tackers” backed away, and one 
soldier was hit by a flying bottle. 

Sgt. Bowman said, “They got 
me.” and fell, testified Pte. M. Te- 
trault. He tried to assist the sar- 
geant but could do little. Then he 
obeyed an order to fall in.

OTTAWA, May 27.—(CP)—Defence Minister Ralston

He quoted figures 
to show that the percentage of 
available men called in Quebec was 
lower than in other districts. 


Col. Ralston said he had noth- 
ing to do with the call-up quotas, 
All he did was to ask the Na- 
tional Selective Service for so 
many men and he did not care 
| where they came from. 

Hon. R. B. Hanson (Prog. Con. 
York-Sunbury) said that he was 
“shocked” to learn that the call-up 
quota was based on the percentage 
of enlistments from a district and 
not on the available men. Col. Ral- 
ston said he did not believe that 
to be true and the discussion was 
interrupted by adjournment. 


URGES PROTECTION

Meat rationing came into effect in Can- 
ada this morning. Townsfolk, and all who 
buy their supplies, will hereafter have to 
present coupons at the counter. Farmers 
who grow their own meat animals are of 
course exempt from the coupon require- 
ment; which could not be enforced against 
them anyway. 

Advertisements have been published 
showing how much meat of the different 
cuts each person is entitled to buy per 
week. One of these should be hung up in 
every household for reference. A glance 
at it before going to the meat store will 
gave disappointment, time and argument. 
And arguing with the man behind the 
counter will accomplish nothing. He has 
no option in the matter. So much and no 
more is the rule he is bound to obey. 

Rationing has not been instituted just 
because some one in authority wanted to 
exercise a whim or thinks it will be good 
for our health. This interference with the 
family diet is not a scheme on the part of 
the’ Government to curry favor with the 
voters, or on the part of the food controller 
to make himself popular; that should be 
obvious. 

There is a reason, a serious reason for 
restricting the supplies. They are scarce. 
Rationing will not muke it possible to meet 
the needs of our Allies more than fraction- 
ally. If Canadians eat 20 per cent less 
meat, and that is the objective, people in 
Britain may get one or two per cent more 
—and don't they need it?

A New Phase 


The bombing of Hainan and Hanoi was 
a counter-blow to the intensified pressure 
of the Japanese upon the Chinese. It land- 
ed in a place to do damage, a key point on 
the enemy's 5ea communication lines to his 
forces in Indo-China and Burma. Hitherto 
the movement of troops and supplies 
along that line has been little interfered 
with except by submarines. 

This raid could only have been made 
by long-range bombers, since the round 
distance from a Chinese base to the island 
must have been 1,600 miles at least. As 
the targets were pounded heavily the num- 
ber of the raiders must have been large. 
The inference is clear that Flying Fort- 
resses or Liberators in numbers have 
reached the Chinese front. Genera] Chen- 
nault got quick action at Washington. 

This helps to explain why the Japs have 
stepped-up their offensive against the 
territory held by the forces of Chiang Kai- 
shek in south-centra] China. They cannot 
afford to leave the airfields there intact, 
and their supply route open to systematic 
bomber attack. Still less can they risk 
these landing places being used as bases 
for raids on the industrial centres of Japan 
itself; for these are as accessible from 
those airfields as Hainan. 

Where the bombers can go, giant trans- 
port planes can follow, and are bound to 
do so in order to support the operations. 
If the Chinese have to brace themselves 
for a furious attack, the indications are 
that they will have a better “umbrella” 
than they have ever had, and larger sup- 
plies of munitions, flown in from India. 

The bombing of Hainan may have 
marked the opening of a new phase of the 
war in China. It probably did. 
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The Targets Tell the Tale 


A week ago Sunday night Allied bomb- 
ers blew up the Mohne and Eder dams, 
flooding the Ruhr Valley, shutting down 
power plants, inundating cities, and stop- 
ping the wheels in war industries over a 
wide section of the area from which more 
than any other Nazi equipment is drawn. 

Last Sunday night the bombers struck 
the adjacent Westphalian coa] region, upon 
which they dropped a heavier tonnage of 
bombs than had ever before been carried 
into Germany in a single raid. Dortmund 
was the centre of the target area, and 
within forty miles to the west and south lie 
Essen, Duisburg, Dusseldorf and Elber- 
feld. That the damage was exensive is 
beyond doubt. 

This second blow is in keeping with the 
announcement that the airkrieg is being 
broadened in scope to strike the plants 
which stand behind the munitions plants 
and supply these with power and means of 
transport. Water power and coal fields 
are the sources of the energy that makes 
production possible in the war factories. 
Blasting these sources is striking at the 
roots of production 

Herr Goering’s luftwaffe retaliated— 
in a way that shows how the mighty has 
fallen. His bomber-fighters selected sum- 
mer resorts on the northeast and south- 
east English coasts as their targets, as 
they have done consistently of late. They 
went over et house-top levels, to make 
sure they could hit what they aimed at. 
They destroyed a dozen hotels and taverns, 
killed many people, and set fires in these 

coasta] communities. 

The contrast between the exploit of the 
enemy raiders in straffing these non-mili- 

and the achievement of the 
airmen in attacking the heart of the 
enemy's greatest industrial zone is aignifi- 


cant. The Nazi fliers prefer to do their 
bombing where there is little or nothing 
of military value to be destroyed. There 
can be only one reason for that. To attack 
British centres of war industry is too 

. Heavy losses of men and 

would have to be cowuted gn— 
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as these are counted on when Allied bomb- 
ers go over German production centres. 

Goering’s airmen are not cowards. 
They go where they are told. They are 
told to attack where attacking is safe be- 
cause the luftwaffe cannot risk losing 
planes or pilots or both. Hence it is 
directed to make “demonstration” raids on 
seaside resorts and waste bombs blowing 
hotels and holiday-makers to pieces. 

There is no doubt how the air war is 
going when Herr Goering has to content 
himself with demolishing seaside hotels 
while Allied airmen blow up his power 
dams, wreck his munitions plants, blast 
his coal mines and railway distribution 
points.

The 
destruction caused in London and in 
Coventry have stood until recent months 
as symbols of the devastation possible to 
air raiders. What Dortmund now looks 
like may be imagined by hunting up the 
pictures of the ruins in the two British 
centres; remembering that explosives now 
are more powerful than when those raids 
occurred.

Radios Frozet, Cooked and Bounced Around in Rigid Tests

If someone were to take your radio and drop it on the floor, heat 
it in the oven, and then freeze it in the refrigerator, you would natur- 
ally assume that its useful days were over. Yet that, in principle, is 
what wireless sets for the Canadian Army must go through before they 
are adopted and placed in production by the Department of Munitions 
and Supply. 

The idea, of course, is not to wreck the radios, but rather to see 
that they will stand up to the gruelling conditions of actual warfare. 
Knowing well how tubes can work loose and soldered joints break 
under the constant pounding received in a tank, how parts freeze up 
and insulation cracks in sub-zero weather, and how condensers melt 
in extreme heat, not to mention a dozen other varied troubles, tech- 
nicians at the Canadian Signals Experimental Establishment have de- 
vised a variety of test equipment to duplicate service conditions. 

They take pride in their work, these professional radio-workers 


Deadly Dozen For Kiska 


Twelve bombs from a U.S. plane are seen plummeting to- 
ward the runway for land planes that the Japs are building 
on Kiska Island in the Aleutitians.

Can't Squash MacDonalds — 


When Jeanette MacDonald received a fan letter from some 
MacDonald Brothers Aircraft employees in Winnipeg she 
lost little time forwarding this autographed photograph, 
The message: “Cheerio! They can't keep the MacDonalds 
down. can they?. Sincerely Jeanette MacDonald.”

Their satisfaction is great when after hours of punishment a future 
tank or armored car radio is still standing up and functioning well. A 
set which comes through the tests with flying colors is not apt to go 
wrong in the field when lives depend upon it. 

Testing a wireless set for modern warfare is no haphazard job. In 
a mechanical “shaker-upper” the radio receives shocks gauged to simu- 
late the pounding of a tank or some such fighting vehicle. When a 
piece of equipment is “cooked” in the experimental oven, the heat 
treatment is carefully controlled to match conditions which might be 
met in desert warfare. And every time a set goes into the freezing

Throughout such tests, the radios are kept in operation and after 
each “workout” an exhaustive check is made with precision instru- 
ments to determine ill effects, if any. 


Tubes and connections must 
not work loose or become damaged. 


This rigid testing is part of the process of development of all radios 
designed by the Directorate of Signals Design, Army Enigneering 
Branch, Department of Munitions and Supply. Sets from “outside” 
sources are similarly “given the works” to ensure that they are up to 
the manufacturer's specifications, as well as the requirements of the 
Department of Munitions and Supply and the Inspection Board of the 
United Kingdom of Canada. 

The testing of signals equipment is not all confined to the radio 
laboratory. Before any piece of apparatus is finally adopted “pilot 
models” from the manufacturers are put through extensive field tests. 
Actual operation of signals equipment in a tank or armored fighting 
vehicle which is climbing hills, plunging through gullies, or fording 
streams, may often reveal difficulties or faults not previously noticed, 
and these must be remedied before the equipment can be placed in 
Production.
